Situation In 
Southern Alberta 
Calamitous. 


—o— 


The cloaking of the actual crop 
conditions in Southern Atlberia, 
this year has been a disaster, uc- 
cording to a statement made by 
H. W. Wood, president of. the} 
United Farmers of Alberta. Tie 
said thatthe present situatior 
which has arisen as a result of a 
calamity, and the optimistic re- 
ports which were sent out from 
different sections of the province, 
in an attempt to.buoy up the spi- 
rits of the people, have brought 
about a serious condition of aff- 
airs, and the remedy must be sug- 
gested quickly before matters 
reach a critical stage. 

Though not talking in a pessim- 
istic strain, Mr. Wood said that 
conditions are indeed serious. The 
c¥op of the south is a failure, and 
the farmers are without feed far 
their stock. He does not consider 
that there is sufficient feed in the 
north ,country to supply the stock 

nad unless some proiais action 
1s taken there will b2.a heavy loss 
sustained by the farmers and the 
stockmeu. 

In discussing the reports em- 
anating from southern points ur- 
ing the season, Mr. Wood said 
that it was a great mistake that so 
many false reports were given out 
leading the people of the cities, 
towns and other parts of the pro- 
vinee to believe that the crops 
were in good condition and every- 
thing was all right. He feels as- 
sured that most of the farmers re- 
alized that their grain was a fail- 
ure some time ago, and in send- 
ing out optimistic repofts about 
conditions, which were almost 
hopeless at that time, they allow- 
ed a situation to develop which 
for a time was perplexing and 
has now beegme serious. They 
are out of crops, feed and many 
of them are leaving their farms 
and drifting into the cities and 
towns seeking employment. 

“T don’t want people to get the 
impression that T am pessimistic 
by any means,’’ said Mr. Wood. 
“But LT am firmly of the belief 
that there were a-nuymber of un- 
truthful reports given out on the 
situation, with the result that mat- 
ters have become most serious. | 
feel sure, however that something 
will be done at once by the govern- 
ment and railways to relieve the 
situation.”’ 

Asked whether the U.b.A. had 
taken any steps tow ard alleviating 
the severe pressure on the farin- 
ers of the south, Mr. Wood said 
that the matter had been discussed 
but no conerete action had pare 
taken. - As far as the feed situa 
tion is concerned he feels confid- 
ent that there is not sufficient in 
the province to look after the 
stovk this fall and feed must be 
sought elsewhere, either having it 
shipped in or the stock shipped 
oul. 

Mr. Wood has just

The poultry s@etion was disap- 
pointing. About three quartets 
of all the entries were by one man 
and he lives in Edmonton and is 
a professional exhibitor. Whether 
it would make any difference or 
not we do not know, but we would 
like to see such exhibitors barred, 
or at least put in separate classes. 
The average former has not the 
time to attend to all the points of 
excellence as has an outsider who 
spends his time at that sort of 
thing. 

Another place where we were 
disappointed was in the centre 
building. One would al- 
most think we lived in the heart of 
a great city rather than in one of 
the finest agricultural sections of 
western Canada. There was a 
great lack of grains grasses, dom- 
estic and dairy products. The 
Childrens Work was conspicuous 
by its absence, surely the farmers 
and their wives of this district 
realize the advertising value of a 
fair, and know that a good exhib- 
it in their departments are just 
as necessary to show the quality 
of the district as are horses and 
hogs. 

It would be interesting to know 
how many people who frequented 
the gambling devices really came 
away with more money than they 
started. There is a great streak 
in most people that leads them to 
hope they are going to get some- 
thing for nothing. And most of 
us find, after we have paid dearly 
for dur experience, that the other 
fellow put it over us.
